DRUG PEDDLER SHOT 
BY FEDERAL AGENT 


Wounded, Officers Say, When 
He Made Motion as If to 
Draw Weapon. 


An alleged narcotic peddler was 
wounded last night when he is re- 
ported to have made a motion as 
if to draw a.weapon after he was 
trapped by Federal agents when 
making a delivery of morphine in 
a rooming house at 4178 Folsom 
avenue. 

At City Hospital the man, who 
was struck in the right arm by a 
bullet fired by Agent G. W. Walk- 
er, says he is Henry Sierawski, 39 
years old, 2612 Rauschenbach ave- 
nue.

He said it was 
only a week-end vacation. | 

The Coroner’s inquest was halt- 
ed suddenly yesterday by Blue, 
when his brother-in-law, Fred Mey- 
er, Long Island life guard, told 
him about two men hiding on an 
island. Blue postponed the in- 
quest for a week, announced ar- 
rests were imminent and departed. 

Two hours later he returned to 
the Huntington Town Hall and said 
Meyer’s clew was valueless, add- 
ing: “I am right back where I 
started.” 

Wife Under Doctor’s Care. 

Earlier in the day he had 
changed his mind about not call- 
ing Mrs. Collings from her home 
in Stamford, Conn., to testify, and 
demanded her presence. Her at- 
torney, Homer 8S. Cummings, no- 
tified Blue that she could not at- 
tend, as she was under care of 
physicians. 

Several policemen testified to 
Coroner Gibson of the story told 
them by Mrs. Collings when she 
was found in a motor boat on the 
sound. 

She said her husband had been 
killed by two men, who, after 
clubbing him and binding his arms 
and feet, threw him into the bay. 
His body floated to shore at Lloyd’s 
Neck last Wednesday, a week after 
his death. Mrs. Collings said she 
was attacked by the men, who re- 
moved her from the Penguin and 
took her aboard a canoe, later 
transporting her to a motor boat. 
Her daughter, Barbara, 5 years 
old, was left on the drifting Pen- 
guin, where she was found by C. 
L. Noteman, a Westchester yachts- 
man. Mrs. Collings described her 
two assailants as a man about 50 
and a boy 18. 

Secluded Herself at College. 

Mrs. Collings lived so closely 
within a world of her own while 
in Smith College she has been all 
but forgotten by her classmates. 
During her college days she was 
studious and she made good marks 
in her studies. She never joined in 
social or athletic activities. 

Almost immediately after her 
graduation in 1924 from Smith Col- 
lege she became the bride of Coll- 
ings who was a bond salesman. She 
became class bride because she was 
the first of the year’s 24 graduates 
to marry. 

In October, 1926, Collings took 
his bride to a three-room apart- 
ment in the Ambassador Arms 
Apartment Building in Stamford. 
During the two years they lived 
there their neighbors scarcely knew 
them. 

In No Social Activities. 

The daughter, Barbara, was born 
while the Collings’ lived in this 
apartment. 

They had no parties and few 
visitors, but they seemed happy 
together. In the sammer they were 
often seen starting on a golfing 
trip. In the winter they skied. 

They later moved to the seclud- 
ed Hillcrest section of the town. 
Still later Collings joined the Hal- 
lowee’n Yacht Club, but he never 
attended any meetings and neither 
he nor Mrs. Collings attended any 
of the club’s social affairs. 


After they. bought their cabin 
cruiser, the Pengurn, they spent 
every summer on board, but boat- 
ing enthusiasts in Long Island 
Sound never won their friendship.

Search Begun for ‘Betty 
Dodd,’ Who Is Reported 
to Have Urged Teacher to 
Get Rid of Mate.

HAMPTON, Va., Sept. 19.—Au- 
thorities have begun to collect the 
evidence to be used against Prof.

Kane, charged with drowning his 
wife in Chesapeake Bay, was re- 
leased from Hampton jail this aft- 
ernoon-after a $15,000 cash bond 
had been delivered to the court 
by his attorneys. Kane had been 
in jail since last Sunday, when ar- 
rested shortly after his wife’s 
burial. Except for a brief word of 
thanks to Sheriff C. C. Curtis for 
kindness he had nothing to say. 
He went away in a waiting auto- 
mobile with relatives and counsel. 

Efforts have been started to 
identify Betty Dodd, thought. to 
be the writer of one or more let- 
ters which W. C. Graham, father 
of Mrs. Kane, said “brought her 
great unhappiness.’”” A search for 
additional letters is being made. 

Coroner Vanderslice has _ said 
that one letter, probably destroyed, 
urged Prof. Kane to get rid of his 
wife. 

Erom Knoxville, Tenn., came 
word that a search of the apart- 
ment of the young University of 
Tennessee professor had resulted 
in the finding of letters apparently 
written to her husband by Mrs. 
Kane while she was visiting her 
parents here. 

One of these letters read, in part: 
“You are so sweet and good to me. 
I appreciate everything you did 
and want to be forever with you, 
and, honey, it’s raining and I 
can’t swim and it make me sick. 
[ love, love, love you. When are 
you coming to me?” 

Francis Fisher Kane, a cousin 
of Prof. Kane, who was here dur- 
ing the inquest, was quoted as say- 
ing in Philadelphia that the pro- 
fessor had told him about a woman 
mentioned in this case, saying he 
had met her while traveling and 
she had written him letters, some 
of which his wife had discovered. 

This was two years ago,, the pro- 
fessor was quoted as saying, and 
since then he has never seen- the 
woman, and, if she sent him let- 
ters later, he never received them. 

Kane himself has declined to 
discuss this or other angles of the 
case beyond stating that he was 
absolutely innocent and that offi- 
cers had quoted him correctly as 
to his description of hi# wife's 
drowning as an accident.

GARDENER WHO CARED | 
FOR “JEWEL BOX’ DIES 


John Moritz, 73, Got Training 
in Europe—lill for 
Two Years, 
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John Moritz, city gardener in 
charge of the greenhouses on the 
Oakland avenue side of Forest 
Park, died Thursday in the little 
white house beside the Jewel Box, 
the greenhouse where he delighted 
to show the choicest blossoms of 
his gardens to an admiring public. 

Moritz, ‘73 years old, had been an 
invalid for more than two years. 
He was stricken with paralysis in 
the spring of 1929 and when pneu- 
monia developed his life was de- 
spaired of. He never recovered 
fully. 

Trained in horticulture in the 
famous botanical gardens of Eu- 
rope, he came to St. Louis 39 years 
ago and with two assistants was 
placed in charge of the single 
greenhouse then in Forest Park. 
Now there are 13 greenhouses and 
in busy seasons more than 60 gar- 
deners., 

About 10 years ago he .was re- 
sponsible for construction of the 
Jewel Box, which afforded for the 
first time an opportunity for public 
exhibitions. The spring flower show 
there, each year about Easter, is 
an event for those interested in 
flowers, and before his illness Mo- 
ritz enjoyed nothing more than 
conducting groups through the 
Jewel Box, pausing to discourse on 
the particular beauties of various 
plants. 

He had no ribbons or cups to 
attest his skill, being content with 
the conviction that he could hav2 
had them had he wished. He ani 
those who worked with him chose 
not to compete with others who 
had not the facilities available to 
them. When they exhibited at 
flower shows it was with the ur- 
derstanding that their flowers were 
not in competition.

Ritchie of Maryland is the most humorous utterance 
the week. The Maryland Governor said: 


The distribution of power in any state is a 
local matter in that state. It is an operative func- 
tion. The power has lost whatever interstate 
character it had, and the company which dis- 
tributes it is subject to the state law as to both 
rates and service. The state commission, under a 
proper state law, has or can demand all the 
sources of information it needs to determine fair 
rates and adequate service and to compel both. 
If the distributing company purchases its power 
from an importing company, the state commis- 

- gion need not regard the terms of the contract, if 
they are excessive. The commission can disallow 
the excess in fixing rates, and the distributing 
company when it makes the contract knows that 
the commission has that right. 


We have always sympathized heartily with the 
Maryland Governor’s belief in the rights of the 
states; but we are hardly so ingenuous as to join 
him in the statement that the utilities are subject to 
state law in the matter of rates and service. It is 
well known in the United States,/"and should be 
known to Gov. Ritchie, that all control over the utili- 
ties has passed out of the hands of the states under 
the various valuation decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court. Judge Julius T. Muench, City Coun- 
selor of St. Louis, will be among those to enjoy Gov- 
Ritchie’s assertion that this is not the case. Judge 
Muench is engaged in a titanic battle with the Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. This battle has occupied 
much of his own time and that of his office over 
several years. In a brief filed before the Missouri 
Public Service Commission he said: 


We challenge anyone to read the record in this 
case and the vast number of opinions cited in the 
briefs, in which this, that or the other phase of 
the theory is sought to be justified on something 
like a logical basis, without coming to the conclu- 
sion that the attempt to control the operations of 
public service companies in this way has resulted 
in a sad and hopeless mess. 

Regulation on the basis of reproduction new is 
never effective, because relief never comes until 
several years after it is due, and when the final 
order is made the picture has very often changed 
completely. The order never catches up with the 
facts. Nor is this kind of regulation fair to the 
public, because, with the unlimited means at their 
disposal, the advantage is always on the side of 
the utilities. 

Whatever the outcome, the consumer is invaria- 
bly saddled with the costs of the proceeding, 
which are usually exorbitant because of the num- 
ber of experts required to guess at value. 


Gory. Ritchie thinks there is no power issue between 
the parties, and we agree there ought not to be one. 
There is, however, a power issue between the people 
and the utilities. It is surprising that Gov. Ritchie 
should care to make it appear that there is not. His 
own State of Maryland is no more able to exercise 
control over the rates and service of the utilities 
than any other state in the Union is able to do so.

ASLEEP AT THE SWITCH. 

As outlined in a letter from Secretary of Com- 
merce Lamont to Col. Hugh L. Cooper, president of 
the American-Russian Chamber of Commerce, the 
Government’s official attitude toward trade with 
Russia is as follows: 

As long as credit and other conditions are sat- 
isfactory to them, there is no reason why cor- 
porations and individuals should not continue 
their trading relations with the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation. 

That is to say, the Government's attitude is passive, 
neutral, disinterested. The world’s greatest potential 
customer for American raw materials and manufac- 
tured products is knocking at our doors. Yet that 
department at Washington, namely, the Department 
of Commerce, whose function it is to develop Ameri- 
can trade, refuses to answer the knock. 

In his testimony before the House Ways and Means 
Committee last winter, Col. Cooper said that in five 
years American exports to Russia might reach a 
billion dollars annually. Last fall Josef Stalin, dic- 
tator of the Soviet Union, told Col. Cooper that the 
Russian people wanted American goods so badly that 
they were willing to pay a 25 per cent premium for 
them. Col. Cooper‘s comment to the committee was: 
“It seems to me we're asleep at the switch if we 
don’t look into this.” 

The bugaboo of Russian recognition is not involved 

in trade with Russia. Col. Cooper himself is opposed 
to recognition at this time, but he does think the 
United States should enter a world-wide trade agree- 
ment, including Russia. The Soviet Union has been 
recognized -by 24 nations, including Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Germany, the Scandinavian countries, 
Japan and China. She trades with them on an of- 
ficial basis. Alone among the great Powers of the 
world, the United States stands aloof, refusing even 
to enter a trade agreement. 
Our merchants and manufacturers are free to trade 
with Russia, it is true, but without some form of 
governmental co-operation they labor under numer- 
ous handicaps. Speaking at the Williamstown In- 
stitute of Politics in 1930, Peter A. Bogdanov of the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation said: 

The financing of our trade operations in this 
country is certainly not conducive to the develop- 
ment of purchases for the Soviet Union. A num- 
ber of factors have contributed to this condition. 
Many of the machinery and equipment. firms 
with whom we are dealing are not large compa- 


nies and have only limited capital at their dis- 
posal. These companies have been unable to 


obtain accommodations at the banks adequate for 
the requirements of Soviet-American trade.

Defending the Birds of Prey 


Birds of prey, charged with killing game, are rapidly being exterminated; actually, 
however, they help preserve game by devouring rats and harmful insects; Gov 
ernment bulletin urges protection of hawks and owls, and repeal of bounty 
measures; despite proof of their diet, slaughter by farmers and hunters continues. 


From a Pamphlet, “Framing the Birds of Prey,” by Davis Quinn, New York. 


MONG all birds, there are none more 
A fascinating for the bird student or 
more certain to arouse the interest and 
admiration of those who know them than 
the birds of prey—the hawks, eagles and 
owls. Their graceful build and beautiful 
plumage, in spite of the absence of bright 
célors, their wonderful eyesight and pow- 
ers of flight, and the activity and courage 
which sO many members of the group 
possess, make them remarkable, not only 
among birds, but among all Hving creatures. 
Taken as a whole, our native species are of 
great economic usefulness, only a few of 
them preying to any great extent on birds, 
and to a still less extent on game birds, 
but largely on troublesome small rodents, 
such as field mice and ground squirrels, 
and large insects such as grasshoppers and 
locusts, so that any occasional depreda- 
tions are more than compensated for. 
These beautiful birds will soon be largely 
creatures of the past in this country if 
their wanton destruction continues at its 
present rate. Nearly every species of such 
birds native of North America has con- 
spicuously diminished in numbers within 
the last few years, so greatly that the sight 
of a hawk or other bird of prey even of 
the species formerly common is no longer 
a frequent event in most places. 


This is the result of nothing else ‘than 
the unreasonable, persistent and vindictive 
persecution they are subjected to by man, 
in spite of the fact that the practical harm- 
lessness of all but a few of them and the 
great economic value of a great many of 
them has been proved again and again by 
scientific investigations, by Government and 
other agencies and by practical experience. 
_ Always sufferers from prejudice and hos- 
tility, during recent years, especially since 
the war, these birds have been the victims 
of propaganda conducted by sportsmen’s 
associations and many sportsmen’s maga- 
zines, which has been encouraged and sup- 
ported indirectly, and in some cases di- 
‘reetly, by gun and ammunition dealers 
through motives of the most selfish kind. 
The public has been misled, every effort 
has been made (and we must admit with 
an astonishing degree of success) to spread 
abroad the preposterous idea that the pres- 
ent scarcity of game birds ft due to birds 
of prey, not to the millions of gunners 
that we license to roam the woods, fields 
and marshes. 

The vindictiveness and violence of much 
of this propaganda is astonishing, as those 
who have listened to the tirades of speakers 
at meetings of sportsmen’s organizations, 
or read the articles in their magazines, can- 
not fail to be aware. 
ter how rare and beautiful, that is known 
ever to eat another bird, even if such an 
act is only occasional and is compensated 
for, perhaps many times, by destruction of 
economically harmful creatures, is classed 
as “vermin” along with roaches and cooties, 
and its destruction and extermination is not 
only proclaimed a meritorious act, but is 
assiduously preached as important for the 
continuance of the noble and uplifting 
pastime of the devotees of the shotgun, 

This hostility is extended also to all birds 
that eat fish. It seems that man only, who

Every bird, no mat- - 


kills chiefly to satisfy his lust for killing 
and destroying what is beautiful in nature, 
has any right to live. He alone can butcher 
his 25 ducks (25 times what he can eat) 
or his eight wild geese (more than a dozen 
times what he can eat) every day during 
the open season, or catch fish simply to 
throw them away, without coming into the 
vermin class. 


Are the hundreds of thousands of bird 


lovers and nature students in this country, 
whose numbers are increasing every year, 
willing to have many of our largest and 
most interesting native birds, such species 
as the duck hawk, pigeon hawk, great blue 
heron, osprey and even the bald eagle, our 
national emblem, and the white pelican, 
not only called but treated as vermin and 
wiped out of existence merely because they 


cause a loss of a few birds or fish that’ 


would otherwise be killed by sportsmen, a 
loss that is usually so small as to be en- 
tirely negligible in comparison with the de- 
struction that man causes? 

A statement by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture says: “Among the 
natural enemies of rats and mice are the 
larger hawks and owls, skunks, foxes, 
coyotes, weasels, minks, dogs, cats and fer- 
rets. Probably the greatest factor in the 
increase of rats, mice and other destructive 
rodents in the United States has been the 
persistent killing off of the birds and mam- 
mals that prey upon them. Auimals that 
on the whole are decidedly beneficial, since 
they subsist upon harmful insects and ro- 


dents, are habitually destroyed by some | 


farmers and sportsmen because they occa- 
sionally kill a chicken or game bird. 
“The valee of carnivorous mammals and 


_ the larger birds of prey in destroying rats 


and mice should be more fully recognized, 
especially by the farmer and the game pre- 
server, Rats actually destroy more poultry 
and game, both eggs and young chicks, 
than all the birds and wild mammals com- 


most useful birds of prey and carnivorous 
mammals are persecuted almost to the point 
of extinction. An enlightened public senti- 
ment should cause the repeal of all bounties 
on these animals and afford protection to 
the majority of them.”” (Farmers’ Bulletin 
No. 1917, U. 8. Department of Agriculture, 
page 20.)

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DISCUSSES CAPITALISM 
AT CRURGH CONVENTION 


Speaker at Episcopal Meeting 
Says System Must Avert 
Economic Shocks. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Sept. 19.—Delegates 
to the general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church 
turned their attention yesterday to 
the economic situation. 

‘We realize how impossible it is 
for us to regain prosperity as a 
nation while the rest of the world 
is prostrate. No nation can be- 
come prosperous or remain so long 
in an international almshouse,” 
Spencer Miller Jr., consultant on 
industry from West Orange, N. J., 
told the joint session of the House 
of Bishaps, House of Deputies and 
women’s auxiliary. 

“Capitalism,” said Miller, “is on 
trial as surely as is every other so- 
cial sygtem. Unless capitalism can 
devise,some better means of pre- 
venting these recurring shocks to 
our social and economic system, 
mankind will press forward toward 
some other system that will pro- 
vide the basis of an abundant life 
for all its citizens. Well-timed re- 
forms alone avert revolution.” 

For a New Sociology. 

The task of transformation, he 
said,. cannot be achieved by any- 
thing less than the discipline of 
men’s minds and spirits ‘“‘to the 
kingdom of God on earth,” and 
will involve the assertion of a 
Christian sociology to supplement 
the prevailing social standards 
which exalt money as the measure 
of human worth. 

Miller said the immediate  re- 
sponsibility of the church was to 


give moral leadership in behalf of | 


community-wide endeavors of un- 
employment relief, to the end that 
no man who is involuntarily idle 
shall starve. 

Four facts, Miller said, -have 
emerged from the present crisis. 
In the first place, the phenomenal 
destruction of the World War 
wrought a dislocation in the 
world’s economy. Secondly, eco- 
nomic questions have ceased to be 
confined to national boundaries 
and have become international. 

“In the third place,” said Miller, 
“we find ourselves faced by one of 
the strangest paradoxes—recurrent 
distress in the period of growing 
potential use of qn economic re- 
sources. In the fourth place, there 
has emerged a realization of the 
total inadequacy of our present 
credit structure to serve the needs 
of the modern world.”

A new 
sort of rebellion is probably on its 
way—the rebellion of the beauty- 
starved women of Russia for pretty 
clothes, and cold creams, and other 
niceties of the toilet which women 
have craved since the world begaa.

Acute Appendicitis 

N exceedingly interesting sur- 
Ave of acute appendicitis in 

Philadelphia was recently made 
and reported by Dr. John O. Bower. 
The survey was made to discover 
the cause of the marked increase 
in the mortality or deaths resulting 
from this condition, an increase 
noticed in Philadelphia and the 
United States as a whole. 
In the Philadelphia survey 5125 
patients were studied. Detailed his- 
tories were secured, and many of 
the factors affecting the outcome 
of acute appendicitis were subject- 
ed to critical analysis. 
Among the outstanding findings 
of this study was the influence of 
delay of operation on mortality. 
Thus the survey showed that 
among the patients operated upon 
within 24 hours after the onset of 
symptoms, one out of 39 died. 
‘When operation was longer de- 
layed, say, to 48 hours, it was 
found that one in every 17 patients 
died, and when the delay was more 
than 72 hours, one in every nine 
died, 
It was found that when a patient 
with an acute appendix takes a lax- 
ative, he is much more Iiable to 
develop a general peritonitis, and 
when he suffers this complication 
he has but one chance in seven io 
recover. 
As a result of this study the 
Philadelphia County Medical So- 
clety organized a campaign for the 
reduction of mortality in acute ap- 
pendicitis. 
They issued placards warning 
against purgatives in the case of 
Severe pains in.the stomach. 
The Director of Public Health 
of Philadelphia sought the co- 
operation of the city’s druggists 
and asked them to question each 
purchaser of laxatives as to 
whether the drugs purchased were 
to be given in the presence of ab- 
dominal pain, 
He urged that people be in- 
structed that laxatives increase the 
movements of the intestines and in 
the presence of appendicitis count- 
eract nature's efforts to confine the 
inflammation to the appendix. 
Laxatives may produce perfora- 
tions, peritonitis and death.

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EMPLOYMENT DROP REPORTED 
BY 1335 ILLINOIS CONCERNS 


Decrease of 1.2 Per Cent Noted in 
Month; Payrolls Off 1.3 Per 
Cent During Same Pcriod. 


SPRINGFIELD, Illl., Sept. 19.— 
Figures from 1335 industrial estab- 
lishments of Illinois indicated losses 
of 1.2 per cent in employment and 
1.3 per cent in payrolls between 
July 15 and Aug. 15, according to 
a report today by the Department 
of Labor. 


The declines in employment and 
payrolls that were expected for the 
July to August period are contrary 
to seasonal expectations at this 
time of the year. Figures for the 
year 1922 to 1929 inclusive show 
an average increase of 1 per cent 
in number of workers employed 
and 2.3 per cent in wage payments. 
Last year failed to show the usual 
upturn, employment decreasing 1 
per cent and payrolls 2 per cent. 

Industrial employment at the 
present time is 14.6 per cent lower 
than a year ago and 28.3 per cent 
below the reported volume two 
years ago. Payrolls have declined 
20.2 per cent since last year and 
36.5 per cent.since August, 1929. 
Factory workers have fared worse 
than other industrial wage earners, 
their employment during the past 
two years falling off 33.3 per cent 
and wage payments 49.2 per cent.

In addition to condemning four 
men to be shot, the O’Higgins 
courtmartial sentenced seven men 
to prison for life and pronounced 
lesser sentences on 17 others.
